If the soil in the old fruit lands 


is not rejuvonatedgbofore planting 
to young trees, he finds that uni- 
form stands and vigorous growth, 
are rarely possible. 


When an old orchard reaches the 


age of unprofitable production the 
land is entirely cleared and sown to 
white sweet clover. The young 
trees are planted the first spring 
after tho clover has matured. 


The clover is plowed under •when 


tho plants arc abotrt. three feet Ugh 
or it may be disked into the soil 
after the mature plants harro Adi- 
en to the ground. 


Sweet clover in this district has 


been credited with starving out the 
black peach aphis which does great 
damage to y-oun? peach trees, es- 
pecially, if panted Immediately af- 
ter tho old orchard is removed.

The Compunction Of Success 


fl^HE other day a Chicago manufacturer turned over a 
(JL large part of his business to thirty-six employes. 
In 


taking this step Gustav Hottinger, president of the North- 
western Terra Cotta Company, follows the precedent set 
recently by Henry A. Dix, a New York garment manufac- 
turer. The Chicagoan was an immigrant from Vienna 
•when hc landed in this country forty-five years ago. while 
the New Yorker came from Odessa. Both said that they 
.wanted to do something to show their appreciation of the 
services rendered by their employes in the upbuilding of 
Successful business. 


The action taken reveals the compunction felt by 


many successful managers and capitalists. Modern busi- 
ness is so large that it is a co-operative undertaking. There 
are officers of all ranks and many privates, and it is some- 
times difficult to say which 'group is entitled to most credit 
for success or failure. Certainly in any well organized 
establishment every one employed, in theory at any rate, i? 
indispensable. 


The difficulty in correcting the injustice which stirs 


such men ;is Messrs. Hottinger and Dix lies in the necessity 
of providing capital and of capable management. In busi- 
ness generally capital is an accretion from within, but at 
some time the speculative investor is required. 
Workers 


have no money with which to found businesses, and if they 
had funds they could not afford the hazard of establishing 
a new enterprise. 


A second handicap hardly less serious is the dearth of 


managerial ability. The wrecks which strew the shores of 
co-operative development in 1his country are due largel.% 
to the want of competent executives. Management is an 
art in itself, and \\ilhout skilled executives neither money 
nor workers in the rank.^ can make an enterprise success- 
ful. Both Mr. Dix and Mr. Hottinger recotnuzed this and 
each volunteered not only to supply the capital needed, but 
also to continue to exorcipe executive functions until the 
new owners learned the businesses. 


With such safeguards the«> corporations should 


reasonably expect jroctcl fortune. 
They do not however. 


throw much light upon the future, since generosity such as 
was exhibited by the^e two immigrant industnalisLs i.s a 
rare quality. The roaJ change in the form of business will 
doubtless be in response to impulses which arc less ideal. 
but which may be not less wholesome in the application of 
democratic principles to business.
